The assailant 
escaped. But a posse of armed men is 
scouring the country to capture him 
O’Hare, who has a local reputation 
as a “gun fighter,” and t known 
among his friends as “the fighting 
Chief of Kenosha,” was completely sur- 
prised by the attack, but after regain- 
ing his feet, while the blood was flow- 
ing from his wounls, gave chase until 
he fell exhausted. A short time later 
the assailant fired two shots at Der- 
uty Sheriff H. F. Kreuger, but failed 
to hit him. 

A sack and rain coat which the thief 
Giscarded that he might run witn 
greater speed, showed two bullet holes 
but they appear in the sides of the 
garment, which fla ped out, and it is 
not certain that the bullet struck his 
body. 

The suspected horse thief drove into 
Kenosha from Evanston, about 9 
o'clock, and put up his horse and buc- 
at Mungen’s livery stable. The horse 
showed the effects of a hard drive, and 
when the man gave orders that the 
borse be hitched up ready to depart 
at daybreak, employés became susp..- 
cious and telephoned to police head- 
quarters. Chief O’Hare versonally an- 
ewered the summons, but when he ar. 
rived at the livery stable he found the 
man had left. O'Hare located him in a 
restaurant. 

On the way to the. station O’Hars 
pressed him to explain how he came in 
possession of the rig. Just as they 
reached the entrance to the police sta- 
tion, which is upstairs in the Centrai 
Fire Department, the Chief was heard 
to say:

SMALL MEXICAN TOWN.

FLAME DRIVEN FLEE 


TO A MERCIFUL SEA.

ICTORIA (B. c) July 4.—{Exclu- 
V sive Dispatch. ] A pathetic trag- 
edy of the Asia Sea is related in 
advices by today’s Empress, which 
reports the loss by burning of the 
Japanese steamship Nippon Kai Maru, 
a well-known China coaster. The en- 
tire crew of sixteen men perished to- 
gether with almost seven score fisher 
folk, women anc men, fifteen of whom 
comprised the steamer’s passengers. 
The Nippon Kai Maru had made her 
call at Aomori, and was proceeding un- 
der half-speed through a thick fog, 
when fire was discovered in the bunk- 
ers. It quickly became uncontrolla- 
ble, and drove all hands upon deck. 


There panic prevailed. No intelli- 
gent efforts were made to utilize the 
boats, and the passengeras leaped 
overboard, to perish by drowning, pre- 
ferring this merciful death to being 
burned. 

A few sought safety in the rigging, 
from which the majority dropped one 
by one into the sea as they became 
overcome by exhaustion or by the suf- 
focating pall of smoke. 

The total number of deaths is placed 
at 149. At last reports the hulk, burned 
#o the water's edge, floats submerged, 
only the masts appearing above the 
surface.

ALTERS FAST. 


Many and Large Are Recent 
Traffic Changes. 


Plainly to Be Seen. 


Inter-relationship of Lines in 
Constant Flux.

CHICAGO, Julv 4.—{Exciusive Dis- 
patch.]

July 1, Dominion Day they call it, is the great 
national holiday across the border. The Daugh- 
ters of the Revolution and other patriotic people 
in the United States may be surprised to learn 
that up north there are women just as proud of 
the fact that their forebears belonged to the 
“Royalists” as the Daughters are that their an- 


press. 

The United Empire Loyalists were the people 

who hit the trail for Canada sooner than stay 

under a republican flag and their descendants are 

very proud of the fact. Well, it doesn’t hurt the 
United States, so we don’t mind. 

However, it took Canada a good many years, 


after the Loyalists struck it, to become what might |. 


be called a harmonious whole. It was made up of 
several different crown colonies until July 1, 1867, 
when it became known as a Dominion, through the 
vnion of Upper and Lower Canada (now Quebec 
and Ontario) with New Brunswick and Nova Sco- 
tia. The little island of Prince Edward, Manitoba, 
the great Northwest and British Columbia did not 


get into the Dominion till later. 


Although less than half the country was in- 


cluded in the Dominion when it first started, it cel- 


ebrates as its natal day ‘the time when the At- 
lantic seaboard joined under government with the 
country of the French Canadians and the British- 
ers who dwelt around Toronto. The same thing 
happened in thix country. When the Declaration 
of In was signed, California and all the 
great West didn’t eut any figure. 

We're pretty big now and Canada is 
along nicely, too. It has all the earmarks of great- 
ness—political scandals, assaults on trusts, labor 
troubles, corporation grabs and all the other attri- 
butes of a powerful and growing state. 

It is an interesting fact that Sir John Macdonald, 
the father of Canadian confederation, wished to 
style the land the “Kingdom of Canada,” but the 
British government wouldn't stand for it. Down- 
ing street, which really always has had an affec- 
tion for the United States, despite the fact that we 
broke away from the mother’s leading strings, be- 
lieved that if Canada was styled “kingdom” this 
country would feel hurt. It was therefore decided 
that Canada should be called a Dominion. 

What's in a name? The land to the north of us 
is hustling along, rejoicing in prosperous times and 
even becoming a little arrogant toward Uncle Sam. 
Far from objecting to this action, we are glad to 
see the Dominion believing heartily in itself. It is 
enly following the good American example. 


ARD TO HANDLE. 

Recently the strange death of a patient in 
the Southern California Hospital for the Insane 
stirred up deep feeling and provoked a pretty 
thorough investigation of the case. At first, sus- 
picion pointed to an attendant, whom an investiga- 
tion practically exonerated from blame. 
During the past week press dispatches told lurid 
tales of inhuman treatment suffered by inmates of 
penitentiaries in three States. Charges of gross 
cruelty are made against those in charge of the 
criminals in these prisons. 

During the same week we had abstracts taken 
from the report of a State commission sent out to 
inquire into the management of California reform 
schools. In this report we read of two little 
6 to 7° years old, condemned to associate th 
hardened criminals and debased youths of almost 
mature age in these institutions. There is also a 
statement that two girls, mere infants, had been 
found in one of these schools, thrown in daily con- 
tact with young women of the lowest moral types. 
The boys were guilty of no more serious wrong- 
doing than being found in company with their 
father caught burgiarizing a butcher shop. The 


little girls’ crime consisted of having no one to 


care for them. 

We should receive reports like these with careful 
reserve. Especially as to the charges of maltreat- 
ment of criminals in the penitentiaries, is much 
discretion necessary. We should not forget the 
character of the average inmate of these penal in- 
stitutions, the desperate nature of some of them, 
their clannishness and proneness to make false 
statements from any motive that may arise, and 
the difficulty of restraining the worst of them. 
Every statement made by such persons should be 
received with the utmost reserve. 

But when all allowances are made it is incon- 
trovertible that in many instances unfortunate out- 
laws with no friend in society are treated with 
brutal and unnecessary harshness, sometimes with 
fiendish cruelty. In few cases have those in charge 
of criminals been found with angels wings in any 
stage of development. The “trusty” system in 
vogue in prisons needs careful watching. Fre- 
quently these “trusties” may not be the least crim- 
inally inclined among those in jail, but merely the 
most “foxy.” Those who offer their service to the 
State or the city as guardians of criminals. are 
seldom afflicted with too much tenderness of heart. 

We recognize the fact that the incarceration of 
those convicted of crime is primarily for the pro- 
tection of society. But that civilization which fails 
to grasp the idea of responsibility to reform those 
convicted under the law and save such to society 
and to themselves is far from perfect. Soéiety, in 
the aggregate, and as represented by jailers and 
prison wardens, is no more justified in the practice 
of cruelty or neglect than any individual unity 
which goes to make up a community or a common- 
wealth. Justice is as necessary in a prison as in 
a church, and inhuman treatment of a convict is not 


» relieved of any of the elements calling for censure 


that would be the case outside the prison wall, even 
if the victim be an exemplary citizen. It is al- 
ways incumbent on us to realize the helpless, 
friendless condition of those who have fallen under 
the ban of the law. And injustice hardens the 
criminal as much as the law-abiding. Few culprits 
go to jail for life. If in the prison those who stand 
for society and exercise public authority treat 
those under them with undeserved, unnecessary 
harshness the victims of this injustice return to 
society made ten times more hellish than when 
they went in. ‘Thus the injustice reverts upon 
society. 

There are the two sides of this vexing problem 
pretty fully and fairly stated. The perfect solu- 
tion of the problem is not easy. Commissions exist 
to watch over asylums, prisons and reform schools. 
Those who serve are often not paid at all, seldom 
adequately, for the time that thorough oversight 
would The places are too often filled as a 
reward for political services rendered to the ap- 
pointing power, and due care is not taken to select 
persons of known ability, of sufficient energy and 
whose hearts are in the work. The most necessary 
reform seems to be some provision for more careful, 
constant and conscientious oversight on the part of 
commissioners. If the proper persons are charged 
with superintending the administration of these in- 
stitutions, they will observe the loose points in the 
law or in the execution of it, and will suggest

O RETIRE S. P. PREFERRED. 
The dispatches inform us that the Southern 
Pacific Company at a recent meeting held in New 


York decided to exercise its option and retire all 
of its outstanding preferred stock, amounting to 
$75,000,000. 
anticipated in Wall street for months past. The 
effect has been to strengthen very much the com- 
mon stock of the company, which has been selling 


as high as 135. 


It is added that this action had been 


The terms of the issue gave the company the 
right to retire this preferred stock at any date 
prior to July 1, 1910, at 115. The holders were 


given an option to convert this stock into common, 
share for share. 


Under the existing condi it is not thought 
likely that the holders of preferred stock would 
care to surrender the security, share for share, for 
common. Therefore the company makes an alter- 
native offer for the benefit of those who do not 
wish to accept cash nor to take common stock for 
preferred on equal terms. The alternative offer is, 
in place of paying $115 per share cash, to give 
those holding stock to be retired new twenty-year 
4% debenture bonds of the company with a bonus 
added of $20 per share. 

The Southern Pacific Company is authorized to 


issue $300,000,000 of common stock, and the limit 


is very nearly reached. There was provision to 
issue $100,000.000 of 7 per cent. preferred stock, 
but only three-quarters of the amount was ever 
issued. Common stock bears 6 per cent., and should 
all the preferred stock be converted into common 
it would save the company in dividends nearly 
three-quarters of a million annually. 

In order to provide for all contingencies, there 
was an authorization given by the board to issue 
not over $100,000,000 4% per cent. twenty-year 
gold bonds or debentures, redeemable after three 
years at 105. Under the provisions the holders of 
preferred stock have three options before them up 
to the close of July 15: to exchange preferred stock 
for common share for share; to exchange pre- 
ferred stock for 4% per cent. bonds and $20 per 
share cash; or to surrender the stock absolutely at 
$115 a share.

ERSPECTIVE OF TIME. 

A hundred years ago, June 8, there died in a 
miserable lodging-house in London a man who oc- 
cupied a peculiar position in the public mind dur- 
ing his life. His reputation has undergone many 
revisions since and is not exactly balanced yet. We 


refer to Thomas Paine, author of the “Age of 
Reason” and of “Common Sense.” 
Paine was a peculiar character. He and his 


times were sadly out of joint. That the times were 
chaotic there is no doubt. That Paine took the side 
of right and truth in the main is now confessed by 
all who know and are not blinded by prejudice. He 
threw all the force of his ardent though somewhat 
rude personality into the cause of the American Rev- 
olution, and when France broke out in revolt against 
the Bourbon King and his luxury-loving associates, 
unappalled by the Reign ef Terror, Paine was for the 
French Revolution. Yet he was one of the very 
few men in France who had the courage to defy 
rampant public opinion and to plead for the life 
of poor old Louis XVI. 

That he should have been unduly lauded by the 
revolutionists of both hemispheres was natural, and 
no less so that his memory should be loaded with 
obloquy by those who would have held the Amer- 
ican colonies in subjection to Great Britain and 
France under the Bourbon King. 

The hard, cold Puritanism of the day made half- 
skeptics such men as Benjamin Franklin and 
Thomas Jefferson. Of Paine it made a fanatical 
antagonist of religion as it was. For this reason 
Paine has been the theme which made pulpits re- 
sound with denunciation almost to our own day. 

Both sides were wrong in their estimate of the 
man.

EW YORK CITY DEBT. 
The city of New York recently

A tabulated statement for nine years shows 
in the first year of the century the assessed value

In com- 


parison with 1901, when the city could get money 


for considerably less than the market rate, we have 


such conditions that the city is paying .72 of 1 per 


cent. more than the regular market rate. 


Three years ago the city obtained money at 1.72 
per cent. below the market. But at that time the 
growth of municipal debt had not exceeded the in- 


crease in the rate of assessed valuation, for ten 


years the increase in the assessed valuation having 
been 146 per cent., while the funded debt had in- 
creased by only 118 per cent. In the three years 
the assessed valuation of real estate has increased 
wbout 15 per cent., while the debt has grown by 36 
per cent., or about 12 per cent. per annum. 

The spendthrift must always pay for accommo- 
dation. whether it be the case of a city or of an 
The borrower who wishes to obtain a 
loan of about 30 per cent. of the actual value of 
his property may get money cheap, but the one 
who wants 60 per cent. of the value of his property 
in a loan finds that the bankers stiffen the rate on 
him.

its horrible money-greed, to adopt the | 
ways of the sneak thief, to stoop to the 
dirty cunning and tricks of the com- 
mon pickpocket, and to follow the 
methods of the ‘short-change’ swin- 
dier for two years, there is fearful 
danger. If the people are shocked into 
open revolt against such shameless 
iniquity, the peril is tremendous. If 
the public conscience is so benumbed 
and blunted that they accept this sort 
of thing as ‘clever business’ and laugh 
as they submit to it, the danger is 
far more terrible.

By 
Him kings reign and princes decree 
judgment. Above the rise and fall of 
empire there is the ‘firmament of ter- 
rible crystal, along whose starlit track 
sweeps the chariot throne of the éter- 
nel. Upon that throne there is one 
‘ike unto the Son of man. In Him we 
have the ultimate solution of creation 
and the historic movements of the 
universe.’

“Have We a National Religion?’ 
asked Rev. Dr. Charies Edward Locke 
at the First Methodist Episcopal 
Church, last evening, and in answer- 
ing the question, a:

Religion furnishes to the 
masses respect for the law; it Inspires 
them with lofty ideals; and  safe- 
guards the personal character of the 
citizen. No nation ever sank into de- 
generacy while ite temples were 
crowded with worshipers. Reverence, 
order and obedience, are, inculcated by 
religion and are indispensable quali- 
ties of good citizenship. 

“What are the indications that we 
have a national religion? Columbus, 
as he reached these shores, humbly 
prostrated himself before Almighty 
God in prayer. Our Puritan Fathers 
came to this country seeking ‘a faith's 
pure shrine.’ After a perilous voyage 
of sixty-three days they anchored in 
the harbor at Cape Cod, but before 
landing signed a sacred compact, ‘for 
the Flory of God and the advancement 
of the Christian faith. The Decilara- 
tion of Independence explicitly speaks

“these united colonies are, and of right ought to 
be, free and independent states,” for on the sev- 
enth of June, 1776, he used that language in a 
resolution offered by him in congress. His reso- 
lution was adopted and while he was not named 
on the committee to prepare the Declaration of 
Independence, his sentence remains imperishably 
imbedded in its text. | 

We celebrate that declaration, as having been 
made July 4, but it was reported to the congress 
on the twenty-eighth of June, and had the dele- 
gates from Pennsylvania and New York been pre- 
pared to vote, had they not, chosen to await the 
receipt of instructions, the twenty-eighth of June 
would have been the birthday of the republic. 

As we now read the declaration of the causes 
which impelled the colonies to action, how easy 
it is for citizens of this state to enter into the 
feelings of the fathers! They had their King 
George, they suffered under “a long train of 
abuses and usurpations, pursuing invariably the 
same object” evincing “a desire to reduce them 
under absolute despotism,” but California has its 
Southern Pacific railroad, with “a history of re- 
peated injuries and usurpations, all having, in 
direct object, ‘the establishment of an absolute 
tyranny over these states.” 

What were some of the tyrannical king’s of- 
fenses? 

“He has refused his assent to laws the most 
wholesome and necessary for the public good.” 
“He has forbidden his governors to pass laws 
of immediate and pressing importance.“ 
“He has obstructed the administration of jus- 
tice by refusing his assent to laws for establish- 
ing judiciary powers.” 

“He has made judges dependent on his will 
alone for the tenure of their offices and the 
amount and payment of their salaries.” 


And King George was further condemned:

“For suspending our own legislatures and de- 
elaring themselves invested with power to legis- 
late for us in all cases whatsoever.” 

“In every stage of these oppressions we have 
petitioned for redress in the most humble terms; 
our repeated petitions have been answered only 
by repeated injury.” 

Moved by these and other causes, the con- 
gress declared “that these United Colonies are, 
and, of right, ought to be, free and independent 
states.” 

Can California do less than declare in like 
manner that all political connection between it 
and the Southern Pacific railroad is, and ought 
to be, totally dissolved? 
To such a declaration, absolving the colonies 
“from all allegiance to the British crown” our 
fathers mutually pledged to each other their lives, 
their fortunes and their sacred honor. Have 
their descendants here lost the memory of that 
deed, that they should surrender the control of 
The government of this state, and yield political 
allegiance, to a power compared with which 
rge was noble and benevolent and just? 
Some day there will be celebrated in Cali- 
fornia a declaration of independence that will 
mean as much to the state as the Declaration of 
1776 means to the nation. And God speed its 
coming. May the county of Los Angeles prove its 
Mecklenburg. 


Still Butting the Wall 
The liquor sellers who are desirous of extend- 
ing the boundaries of the liquor zone refuse to 
profit by experience.
